And whereas upon the Death of the ſaid Elizabeth Morgan, ſundry 
Diſputes aroſe between the ſaid George Mackenzie and Elizabeth his Wife, 
and the ſaid College, and Bartholomew Wortley, touching the Sanity or In- 
ſanity of Mind of the ſaid Elizabeth Morgan, at the Time of making the 
faid Will, and the Validity or Invalidity thereof, and a Suit was promoted 
in the Prerogative Court of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury by the faid Bar- 
tholomew- Wortley, her Executor, againſt the ſaid Elizabeth Mackenzie, to 
obtain a Probate thereof but pending ſuch Litigation, (videkcet ;) in the 
Year One thouſand Seven hundred and Forty-nine, the faid Bartholomiew 
Wortley died, having firſt made his laſt Will and Teſtamient in Writing, 
bearing Date the Thirtieth Day of April One thouſand Seven hundred 
and Forty- two, and appointed the Right Reverend Thomas, then Lord Bi- 
ſhop of Norwich, and William Barbour, Doctor in Phyfick, his Executors, 
and having alſo made a Codicil to his Will, dated the Eleventh Day of March
